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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record such as LTR Trunking System and EDACS Explained 
teach methods and systems for providing group-oriented communications systems, 
which allows groups of users to communicate with each other. Owada (5,533,024) 
discloses a radio channel selection method and system in which when radio channels 
assigned to one communication scheme includes no available channel, an available 
channel of radio channels assigned to another communication scheme can be used, 
Wilson et al. (5,299,199), discloses a channel re-assignment method for TDMA trunked 
systems which re-configures an assigned communication resource to allow 
transmission of a second communication on the assigned resource, Paavonen 
(5,697,058) discloses a system for setting up a call in a trunking radio system with 
traffic channel allocation and Barnes et al. (6,804,529), discloses a system for channel 
assignment in a trunked transmission communication system. None of the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination, teach a method and computer-readable medium 
including instructions causing computer to control signaling and channel assignment in 
a decentralized trunked radio system to operationally mimic a centralized trunked radio 
system that includes the steps as specifically set forth in claims 1 and 8.
